Inkster tables master 
plan payment 

Inkster City Council mem- 
bers tabled a measure to pay a 
portion of a study that provid- 
ed information regarding the 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport 
Master Plan at their regular 
meeting Monday. 

The $11,830.77 payment is 
the Inkster portion of the cost 
of a study that was used by the 
cities of Romulus, Inkster, 
Dearborn Heights and others 
to determine the environmen- 
tal impact an expansion would 
have on the municipalities. 

Council members, however, 
questioned the amount of the 
payment and the methodology 
used to determine that amount. 
Councilman Courtney Owens } 
said he was concerned some of 
the invoices incurred by the | 
cities pre-dated the involve- 
ment of Inkster in the fight | 
against the master plan. 

Mayor Hilliard Hampton 
suggested that the council 
invite Romulus Economic 
Development Director Tim 
Keyes to an Inkster meeting to 
discuss the amount in the near 
future. 

The airport master plan 
would have resulted in a loss of 
land for Romulus because the 
plan included a fifth parallel 
runway along Eureka Road. 

Romulus officials were con- 
cerned about the land, but 
other cities — like Inkster - | 
were mainly concerned about | 
louder, and more frequent, air- | 
craft noise.

Forum topic will be 
high dropout levels

A meeting will take place today 
to address the higher-than-average 
high school dropout rates in sever- 
al area school districts and public 
school academies. 

The meeting was convened by 
the Michigan Education 
Association (MEA) and partners — 
the Michigan Association of 
Intermediate School 
Administrators, the Kent 
Intermediate School District, 
Michigan’s Children, Michigan’s 
Charter Schools, Michigan’s 
Promise and Michigan Future. It 
will be hosted by the Wayne 
Regional Education Service 
Agency (RESA), and is one of 10 
planned hearings aimed at finding 
new ways to encourage students to 
stay in school. 

“We have to continue broad 
community conversations about 
this problem to better identify 
what works — and what doesn’t — in 
making sure students get a quality 
high school education,” said Iris K. 
Salters, the president of the MEA. 
“And then we must work together 
in our communities to make it hap- 
pen.” 

According to district-by-district 
data provided .by Michigan 
Department of Education, half of

the school districts and two-thirds 
of public school academies in 
Wayne County have dropout rates 
above the state average of 15 per- 
cent, including Romulus 
Community Schools, which posted 
a figure of 15.58 percent. 

Dropout rates have become 
troublesome in Michigan, where 
there is an ongoing effort to 
encourage post-secondary educa- 
tion in addition to high school. 
Dropping out causes would-be stu- 
dents a lifetime of hardship that 
can be avoided providing some 
safeguards are put into place. 

“These students face a lifetime

The new concessions at the 
recently opened North Terminal at 
the Detroit Metropolitan Airport 
are providing 740 jobs for area resi- 
dents, according to numbers from 
the airport authority. 

The concessions, which will 
serve travelers arriving and 
departing from the airport, repre- 
sent $7 million in new revenue at 
the airport, said Wayne County 
Airport CEO Lester Robinson. 

“Our new North Terminal con- 
cession program 
will completely 
transform our 
passengers’ 
restaurant, retail 
and service 
experience at 
the airport,” he 
sald. 

New _ busi- 
nesses at the ter- 
minal include 35 
specialty shops 
and 21 restau- 





rants. Those 
businesses 
include the 


Coffee Beanery, 
the Hockeytown Café, Gayle’s 
Chocolates, the Earl of Sandwich, 
the LeBoulanger Bakery, TGI 
Friday’s, Ruby Tuesday’s and 
Champps America, a popular 
sports bar. 

Other more common businesses 
include MeDonald’s, Pasta Bravo 
and Villa Pizza. 

More important to people in the 
immediate area is the jobs picture. 

Michigan is still struggling with 
the loss of several thousand manu- 
facturing jobs, and is currently 
posting an unemployment rate sub- 
stantially higher than other states. 
According to numbers collected by 
the State of Michigan, Wayne is still 
the county most in need of new 
jobs because the area is heavily 
dependent on the Big Three 
automakers. 

The State Department of Labor 
and Economic Growth indicated 
that jobless rates grew year-after- 
year, which is the most accurate 
picture of job growth. From July 
2007 to July 2008, unemployment

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rates rose in all 17 major labor 
markets. 

According to the numbers, 
Wayne County is hurting more than 
the rest of the state, which has an 
unemployment rate of about 8 per- 
cent. In Wayne County that season- 
ally unadjusted number is 10.9 per- 
cent. 

The $430 million new terminal 
will have 26 gates and house sever- 
al airlines. The building could 
accommodate more airlines, which 
could in term create more jobs. 

In Romulus, the jobs are music 
to residents’ ears because they 
have material- 
ized, when other 
more grandiose 
plans have not. 

Legislation 
that would have 
paved the way 
for an Indian 
casino in the city 
to open failed to 
pass muster in 
the U.S. House, 
and it is unclear 
if a casino will 
ever open in the 





city — and bring 
the 3,000 jobs 
the develop- 


ment would have brought with it. 

Last month, a bill that would 
have allowed the Sioux to open a 
casino near the airport — which is 
not an Indian reservation — failed 
to garner enough votes for 
approval. The bill would have 
allowed the tribe to open a casino 
oft-reservation. 

The bill was opposed bitterly by 
officials from Detroit, who felt a 
casino in Romulus would have 
caused unwanted competition for 
the three Detroit gaming halls. 

A plan for a harness racing track 
also fell apart last year, when 
Canada-based Magna Entertain- 
ment decided to drop out of the 
development. A track was later 
developed in Huron Township. 

With the addition of the North 
Terminal, there are more than 120 
shops and restaurants in the con- 
fines of the airport. 

The construction of the North 
Terminal brought 3,200 construc- 
tion and building-related positions 
to the community.

Long-time Belleville area resi- 
dent and business owner Chesley 
Odom will never be forgotten. 

Odom, 65, died late last Tuesday 
night at the University Hospitals in 
Ann Arbor after complications 
from a stroke.

The book was released 
in July and includes a complete story of the Model T 
from building, designing, manufacturing and marketing, 
according to Casey, a Dearborn resident. 

“Tt tells about what it’s like to drive one and why 
we're even concerned about the Model T,” he said. 

This car enthusiast, however, doesn't own a Car. 

Fortunately for him though, his role as curator of 
transportation for the Henry Ford Museum since 1991 
helped, he said. 

“T’ve been a car enthusiast much longer than that so 
I’ve been reading about them, thinking about them and 
automotive history is part of my job so it’s (the book) 
been percolating for about 15-16 years,” said Casey. 

“T started writing (about a year prior) once I got the 
assignment to write the book as part of my job at the 
museum and I had the benefit of one of the greatest 
resources for the Model T here (Henry Ford Museum),’ 
he added. 

His book illustrates all that research, such as the 
vehicle design, marketing and how it changed over 
time. 

“When the Model T came out in late October of 1908, 
it was a thoroughly modern car that was cutting edge,” 
said Casey. “It had features that made it quite unusual 
for its time, like the steering wheel on the left side of the 
car, although most American cars are like that now, 
back then they were one of the first to put a steering 
wheel on the left. 

“The engine block was also cast in one piece because 
it was lighter and less expensive, which was unusual for 
the time,” he added. “So there are some real technical 
features about the Motel T for its time.” 

Modern marketing, similar to today, Casey said also 
helped the vehicle offering freedom, speed and power: 
Ford sold the Model T in many ways, including market- 
ing to women in particular—giving them more freedom, 
getting them out of the house and giving them a modern 
car, Casey said. 

“Horses took a long time to go anywhere and you

couldn't go far,” he said. “In trying to design the car and 
meet the demand, the assembly line was eventually 
developed, which spread rapidly across the country, 
along with the assembly lines principals. 

“When the car first went into production, it was 
about $850, but that was considered a lot then because 
that was above the annual salary,’ Casey said. “But, peo- 
ple were able to drive and drive the price down, too, to 
seven, six, five, four, three hundred and that was the key. 
It’s things like that with enormous ramifications to a 
somewhat homely automobile that interest me.” 

Soon Casey, 61, will talk about his book and all the 
history and ramifications of the Model T in November 
at the Fred C. Fischer Library. Library Director Debra 
Green said she’s excited to host the newly published 
author who’s an authority on the subject matter. 

“The book just came out, it’s a centennial year for the 
Model T and a big time in the car world so we're doing 
this in conjunction with the Belleville Area Historical 
Society; a perfect fit,’ she said. “We're hoping to have a 
Model T on hand, too.”

Van Buren school district cuts staff 


At least 22 teachers in the Van 
Buren Public School District will 
be laid-off. 

Board of Education members 
approved the cuts on Monday by a 
5 to 2 vote at a_ special 
meeting/work study session. Board 
Treasurer Ralph Nodwell and 
Board Trustee Bob Binert cast 
votes against the cuts as a protest. 

“T didn’t agree with how the 
meeting was posted and how the 
bylaws work; it should be two sepa- 
rate meetings,” Binert said. “If 
there was a need to take action, the 
meeting should be scheduled sepa- 
rately to have a vote by the board 
and that’s not what we did. It wasn't 
done properly and you can't arbi- 


trarily decide what, how and when 


youre going to follow bylaws.” 

Dr. Linda Olson, director of per- 
sonnel for the district, reported 
about 420 students less than last 
year so far, which prompted offi- 
cials to approve staff cuts and a 
freeze on hiring. 

“Cuts are made by seniority and 
subject area,” said Paul Henning, 
spokesperson for the district. 

Eliminations will include: six 
teachers from the elementary 
schools with one teacher from 
Edgemont, one teacher from 
Rawsonville, one gifted and talent- 
ed teacher from Tyler and three 
special education teachers. Two 
teachers from North and South 
middle schools, along with two spe- 
cial education teachers and four 


English Language Arts teachers 
will be cut from the middle schools. 
At the high school, one art teacher, 
one English teacher, one math 
teacher and two social studies 
teachers will be cut, while two posi- 
tions will be absorbed and not 
filled. Names of staff members 
eliminated will come later this 
week, officials said. 

The majority of the students lost 
were from Belleville High School, 
followed by the two middle schools 
and then all six of the elementary 
schools. Olson said the cause 
seems to be people leaving the 
state due to unemployment 

Binert said he believes the econ- 
omy in the area has finally caught 
up with the school district. 
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Watchful or wasteful? 


Sometimes you have to wonder 
what goes on in the head of George 
Chedraue. 

The Belleville City Councilman 
cast the lone dissenting vote 
Monday night on the employment 
contract for Diana Kollmeyer to 
step in as the new city manager. 

For those who aren’t familiar 
with the situation, here’s a little 
background. Belleville has essen- 
tially been without a full-time man- 
ager since Steve Walters retired in 
early 2007. Kollmeyer has acted as 
an interim manager—as well as her 
previous duties as clerk and treas- 
urer—for more than a year now, 
after Walters’ replacement, Walter 
Mears, was fired. 

There have been several unsuc- 
cessful searches, the most recent of 
which was spearheaded by the 
Michigan Municipal League, that 
turned up a batch of laughable 
finalists. 


Through it all, Kollmeyer has — 


been a steadying force. 

Chedraue voted against the con- 
tract because he didn’t want to 
transfer the sick days Kollmeyer 
has accrued during her long tenure 
with the city. 

Now we are always quick to 





point out that we think government 
officials have it far too good as far as 
salary and benefits go, but this is a 
little short-sighted and silly even for 
Belleville. 

The fact is that Kollmeyer is a 
good choice for the position. The 
city won't get what the council evi- 
dently considers a more qualified 
candidate because the city manage- 
ment field seems to operate on the 
principal that since one of them is 
overpaid, they all need to be over- 
paid. Belleville is taking the right 
approach; they’re not throwing 
money at the problem, they’re look- 
ing inside to someone who can fix 
it. 

Kollmeyer has long since proved 
her commitment to the city. She’s 
shown that she can keep things 
moving forward, despite the plenti- 
ful responsibilities thrown her way. 

Besides, it’s hard to believe she 
would actually be able to use a sick 
day, since she’s essentially been 
working nearly three jobs for the 
city for the past year. 

She not only deserves the job, 
she deserved a unanimous vote for 
it. It’s time for Chedraue to quit nit- 
picking and start to look at the big- 
ger picture. 


Local groups are good start 


We like the approach officials in 
Canton Township are taking to plot- 
ting out the future of services—and 
perhaps facilities—for teens and 
senior citizens in the community. 

The township organized focal 
groups last week to gather input 
from those groups on the types of 
facilities they'd like to see, the pro- 
grams they'd like offered and to get 
a general feel of whether the town- 
ship is heading in the right direc- 
tion.: 

‘It sounds like a common sense 
approach—and it is—but too often 
you hear about a municipal entity 
coming up with a plan and then ask- 
ing residents whether they like it.

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Local trainer, dogs bring home field-show honors

The first time proved to be a charm for a 
couple of young Wayne residents looking to 
make a name for themselves. 

Four-year-old Hunter and 3-year-old 
Nellie, two German short-haired pointers, 
entered a hunting competition and not only 
earned the right to advance, but garnered a 
lot of attention, according to their owner, 
Dave Raimer. 

“The judges said they were two of the best 
dogs they had seen all day,” he said. 

Nellie also took home a Canine Good 

_ Citizenship Award. 

The competition took place in Highland 
and featured more than two dozen dogs. 
They go out in braces—two dogs and their 
owners—as a judge tags along to keep score. 
The dogs are graded in areas like hunting 
ability and enthusiasm, finding birds, point- 
ing and trainability—which is how well they 
listen to whistles or spoken commands. 

They’re rated on a scale of 1-10. They 
need a score higher than a six to qualify, but 
all areas averaged up must equal a seven or 
higher for them to move on. 

Raimer’s dogs didn’t score less than an 
eight. 

Raimer has had the dogs since they were 
pups and trained them to hunt since then. It 
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starts with a simple game of ‘fetch’ to get 
them used to retrieving the fowls. Everything 
else is essentially instinctive. 

‘A lot of it is natural,’ he said. “It was bred 
into them.” 

Some of their success last week might be 
attributed to a hunting trip Raimer took a 
few weeks back In northern Michigan, bird 
populations have been down, but the trio was 
still lueky enough to flush out two broods of 
pheasants. 

“They were ready to go,” he said of the 
dogs. “I was so proud of them.” 

It was the drop in bird population—and 
the desire to save gas—that convinced 
Ramier to get into the competitions to begin 
with. He found a park in Highland that puts 
on practice competitions on the weekends 
and got involved through that. 

Now, he’s looking forward to additional 
training and additional tasks for his dogs. 
They can earn ‘senior dog’ status after they 
successfully complete additional levels of 
hunting skill competitions and work their 
way up to master hunters or ‘finished dogs,’ 
where they require no direction from their 
owner. 

“The requirements get a little tougher,’ he 
sald. 

Ramier, a retired postal worker, said he is 
going to put more effort into it now that he 
has the spare time. 
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Dave Ramier and Hunter and Nellie earned high marks from the Michigan German Short 


Hair Club competition recently. 


“You come away (from the competition) 
feeling good,” he said. “The dogs learn every

An unusual car proved to be the 
break Canton police needed to 
solve a series of ongoing home inva- 
sion complaints. 

Becky Sue Malmsten, 49, of 
Westland was arraigned last 
Thursday on charges of home inva- 
sion, larceny from a building, and 
habitual forth offender by 
Magistrate Eric Colthurst of the 
3oth District Court. 

Canton police allege that 
Malmsten was “entering through 


open garage doors and removing 
personal property such as purses 
and laptops from the homes while 
residents were asleep.” The stolen 
goods have not been recovered. 

“She hit two areas in particu- 
lar—our southeast and our north- 
east areas,” said Sgt. Rick Pomorski 
of the Canton Police Department. 
Malmsten allegedly perpetrated 
heists at about 10 homes in Canton 
and one home in Westland. 

Pomorski said that police were 
able to trace the thefts to Malmsten 
in part through surveillance 
footage. 


‘We had several video tapes in 
regards to the victims’ credit cards 
being used,” he said. 

In one of the videos, officers 
were able to identify the vehicle 
used by the person using the stolen 
credit card as a Daewoo Langos, a 
relatively uncommon vehicle in 
Wayne County. After further investi- 
gation, officers with the Western 
Wayne Community Response Team 
identified and arrested Malmsten. 

‘‘She’s had priors for retail fraud, 
receiving and concealing (stolen 
merchandise), and drugs,” he said. 
He added that Malmsten is 


believed to have stolen the goods to 
support a drug problem. 

Malmsten, whose bond is cur- 
rently set at $25,000 cash, will 
return to the 35th District Court 
tomorrow for her preliminary 
exam. As part of the preliminary 
hearing, the prosecuting attorney 
must convince a judge that there is 
sufficient evidence that a crime was 
committed and that the person 
accused committed the crime to 
warrant sending the case to 
trial. The case would then move on 
to Wayne County Circuit Court for 
trial.

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Football players with 
books tackle illiteracy

The Wayne Zebra varsity foot- 
ball team is usually busy attack- 
ing opponents on the gridiron. 

This year players, in their 
spare time, are heading to the 
classrooms and tackling a new 
rival—illiteracy. 

Last week senior running back 
Richard Haley, senior quarter- 
back Nick Kostora, senior line- 
backer Alex Bledsoe, senior line- 
men Josh Farmer and Eric Story 
and senior wide receiver CJ 
Johnson traded in their Riddell 
football pads for Dr Seuss books 
as they headed to Lincoln 
Elementary School classrooms to 
read to the students. 

The program, tentatively 
called Football Players with 
Books Helping Students, is the 
brainchild of first-year Wayne 
coach Kevin Weber. Weber—also 
a teacher in the district—said he 
wanted to establish a solid rela- 
tionship with the community and 
elementary schools and help stu- 
dents improve their grades. 

“T was from a small town 
where there was a lot of connec- 
tion between the high school and 
the elementary schools,” he said. 
“When we came out today some 
of the kids weren't real sure what 
Wayne Memorial is. They need to 
understand that they are going to 
go to Wayne Memorial some day 
and establish that and give them 
something to look forward to 
rather than have it be sucha 
scary thing.” 

The program is designed to 
promote literacy with younger 
students. After Haley, Bledsoe 
and Farmer alternated reading 
pages from Seuss’s “Oh, The 
Places You'll Go!” to a third grade 
class, they talked about the 
importance of academics in the 
world of high school sports. 

The players finished off the 








day by taking the classes out for 
recess. 

“T think it’s so important for 
the kids to see what they need to 
do to reach their goals,” said 
Allison Remer, a third grade 
teacher at Lincoln. “There are a 
lot of kids in here who are excited 
to get to middle school and high 
school to play sports. This is huge 
for them to see kids that are actu- 
ally there playing football and to 
understand that they need to stay 
in school and get good grades to 
get on a team. 

“Grades always come first,” 
She added. “This will motivate 
them to do well. I think it’s won- 
derful. My kids were so excited to 
meet the football players.” 

Weber believes the more work 
that is done at an early age will 
help stymie illiteracy at the high- 
er grades. 

“Literacy is such an important 
piece especially when they are 
young, developing those reading 
skills,’ he said. “It’s kind of silly 
trying to help out a ninth grader 
knowing we can fix the problem 
when they are in third, fourth, 
fifth grade.” 

Weber also wants the program 
to be a good experience for play- 
ers who volunteer. 

‘“T wanted an opportunity for 
my kids to be able to model some 
of the things that we talk about,’ 
he said. ‘““We talk a lot about lead- 
ership and this is a time for them 
to demonstrate that. It is a good 
thing to do for the younger kids 
who want to play sports. They can 
see football players who they look 
up to reading and hopefully that 
will help motivate them.” 

While some of the players 
looked more nervous reading in 
front of the younger children than 
they do at game time, CJ Johnson 
was enjoying the time interacting 
with the students.

The band will not appear this year 
because of the illness of one of the 
members, but some of the other 
members will play in another band 
called Aces & Eights, which is mak- 
ing its Pumpkin Festival debut. 

Several other bands will take 
the stage during the three-day festi- 
val, including Second Wind, a rock 
cover band that has appeared at 
other festivals in the area. 

Saturday entertainment begins 
at 11 a.m. with a karate demonstra- 
tion, followed by Ministry in Motion 
and the New Hope Missionary 
Baptist Church Voices of Praise 
Youth Choir, Symbols of Soul.
